Supreme Court took tte death 
penalty out of tte Lindbergh 
kidnaping law Monday. 


A 6-2 decision read by Justice 


Potter Stewart said tte provi- 
sion put an "inpermissible bur. 
den" on the right to a trial by 
Jury. 
Otter provisions of tte 1932 


law, enacted In response to the 
kidnaping of tte infant son of 
tte pioneering air hero Charles 
A. Lindbergh, were left intact. 
The law was written to give tte 
federal government a way to 
step in on kidnapings. 


"The infirmity of tte death 


penalty clause does not require 
tte total frustration 
of Con. 
gress' basic purpose—.thai of 


interstate kidnaping a 


federal crime," Stewart said. 


The death penalty clause was 


added to the law in 1933. ttspe-: 
clfled that a convicted kidnaper' 
whohadnpt liberated his victim} 
unharmed could be put to death,. 
but only on a Jury's recommen- 
dation. 


The death penalty .provision, 


Stewart said, encourages de- 
fendants to plead guilty, to 
avoid risking tte death penalty, 
and thus give up theJr right to a 
Jury trial. 
For this reason, he said, it is 


"patently unconstitutional."

State Issues Guidelines 
For Desegregation of Schools 


HARRISBURG (AP) — The 


Pennsylvania Human Relations 
Commission on Monday issued 
desegregation guidelines for the 
17 school districts named last 
February as having serious 
problems of racial imbalance. 


The 17 districts have been 


ordered by the commission to 
submit desegregation plans by 
July 1. 


The guidelines, issued by the 


commission and the Department 
of Public Instruction, said that 
every school building, as much 
as possible, should reflect a 
cross section of the community 
in its enrollment. 


"The presence in a single 


school of children from varied 
backgrounds is an important 
element in the preparation of 
young people for active partici. 
pationinthe social and political 
affairs of our democracy," the 
guidelines said.

Now 
that Pennsylvania has 


dedicated its 1000th t^ee farm, it 
is time to realize that this form 
of agriculture contributes a huge 
amount of raw materials for over 
2,000 firms in the state that use 
wood in producing their products. 
Over 17 millions acres of forest 
covered land owned by individuals 
and corporations presently grow 
the valuable second-growth timber, 
with most of it subject to intensive 
management practices on a sus- 
tained yield basis. 


The Tree Farm program, start- 


ed some for^r years ago, is pri- 
marily directed to helping the small 
landowner establish on bis lands 
the same advanced management 
practices as those "employed by 
the professional foresters of the 
large industrial owners. And, with 
.the establishment of the 1000th tree 
farm the amount of land enrolled

Warren County ranks 
high in 


the membership of- the Tree Farm 
organization. While no actual count 
of county members is available, 
the number of "tree farm" signs 
spotted along our county roads at- 
tests to the fact that the number is 
considerable. And as we drive for- 
ward in establishing our potential 
for a profitable "tourist*' economy 
in the county there is every reason 
to hope that there will be more and 
more of them. 


Producing 
lumber for our in- 


dustries, paying taxes to our county 
government, and providing a wealth 
of wooded recreation lands 
for 


public use establishes the tree farm- 
er as a worthy citizen. It is time 
to recognize this fact and make up 
our minds that when we trespass 
on Ms domain we will treat the lands 
as if they were our own.

that the child may suffer heart, 
break and resentment when he 
returns home. 


You also Indicated that you 


were 
not 
disapproving of 


Friendly Town, and that you 
hoped that the contrast between 
the childs environment and that 
of Warren would not be too 
sharp for the child to under- 
stand. 


After being a Friendly Town 


Host last year, we found your 
negative approach extremely 
disheartening. 
To properly 


judge the success of such a 
venture as this, would require 
considerable time interviewing 
some of these impoverished 
children, their parents and 
some of the hundreds of volun- 
teer workers, doctors and oth- 
ers who make this program pos. 
slble. 


Jf, as we suspect, you did not 


do this, it hardly seems fair 
for you to publicly question the 
program. 
Unfortunately, the 


fact remains that some of your 
readers may accept your judg. 
ment and thereby deprive an 
underprivileged child the op- 


portunity to learn that there 
is a better way of life and that 
it is attainable. 


Last Friday, afewhours after 


the appearance of your editor!, 
al, we received a letter from the 
mother of the Friendly Town 
Child who visited in our home 
last year. 
It was almost as 


if she were answering your 
questions. 


"It is agonizing to me to send 


the poor little things off to to. 
tal strangers for ten days. But 
I cannot and I must not deprive 
them of anything they can have 
as I have so little to give them 
and they must learn that other 
people can and do live different, 
ly so that they'll know to alrn 
differently when they have the 
chance to plan their lives." 


"K only my little girls will 


learn of such people as you and 
your way of life so that they 
may aim for the same." 
"It is wonderful to me that 


my child will be going to you 
this year with great delight 


and 1*11 know where she is 
and with who." 


The above are only small 


portions of a heart-warming 
ten page letter which is evi. 
dence of the importance of this 
program to one family. Furth- 
er indication that need exists 
for people of different back . 
grounds to communicate is the 
fact that Friendly Town began 
91 years ago and-now consists 
of 13 Friendly Towns covering 
27 states.

Our Economy--Minus Vietnam 


Q. What would our economy 


look like minus the escalated 
Vietnam war? 


A. B would look a lot like it 


did before the Vietnam war 
buildup started in mid-1965, 
with the unwelcome addition of 
a package of problems inherit, 
ed directly from the Southeast 
Asia venture. 


While the specific answers to 


the above question could ad- 
mittedly be a long time in the 
moving^ the day finally appears 
to have come when we can at 
least take the question out of 
wraps and ponder it. Let us, 
therefore, get two vital points 
straight right 
now and notfor 
an instant lose 
sight of either 
of them. 


First, peace 


would be bull, 
ish overall, in 
that it would 
help erase de. 
s t r u c t i v e 
pressures from our economy, 
would permit us to get our%rt- 
orities back into some intelli- 
gent-order and would let us go 
to work on me urgent challenges 
which most Inspire us. 


This is what Wall Street has 


been emphasizing so dramatic* 
ally since President Johnson's 
de^scalatton announcement.

more, the spending cutbacks 
would have an uneven impact on

er across the nation. As one 
obvious illustration, corpora, 
tions and workers in the air. 
craft industry in Southern Call, 
fornia and in the electronics 
complex along Route 128 in 
Massachusetts would feel the 
end of hostilities far more than 
corporations and workers In 
service industries in New York 
City. 


This second point makes it im- 


perative that we adopt In time 
the tax^pending-credit policies 
which would smooth the tran- 
sition back to a pre-1966 econ- 
omy.

WASHINGTON — During the summer of 1964, 


Dr. Martin Luther King came to my home to 
discuss the civil rights troubles in Mississippi 
and the question of solving them through a peace, 
ful economic boycott. We talked of the tactics 
of Mahatma Gandhi, who had helped bring in. 
dependence to India. 


m many ways, King reminded 


me of Gandhi. The similarity 
seems even greater today. 


I had gone to Gandhi's jail 


in Poona, during one of his 
frequent Incarcerations by the 
British government because he 
•was urging a boycott against 
British goods. Lord Lloyd re* 
fused to let me in. He talked 
with mingled criticism and re. 
spect about the "spindly -leg. 
ged llttie pain4n4he*eck to the British Em 
pire." 


That splndly.legged little m an was assassinated 


in 1948 by a Hindu fanatic. But he had already 
won Ms great goal—Independence for India. 


Martin Luther King, another staunch believer 


in nonviolence, will probably win more as a 
result of his violent death than he could have 
achieved in life. 


He had been considered too reasonable, too 


pacific, by young Negro radicals. And just as 
• the British aristocracy considered Gandhi a 
pain in the neck, so the Southern white est- 
ablishment considered Martin Luther King. 


They tolerated him, as a pacific, misguided 


trouble-maker, not realizing that the Negro 
revolution was moving much faster than King 
himself-eo fast mat he could not keep It under 
control. 
4King's death in the eyes of Negroes, culminates 
a long history of Southern violence in which 
they have been on the receiving end. There was 
the lynching of the young Chicago Negro, Emmett 
Till, in Mississippi in 1955; the shooting of Lt. 
Col. Lemuel Penn, the Washington, D.C. Negro 
reserve officer en route from training In Georgia 
in 1964; the murder of Mrs. Viola Liuzzo, 
while driving Negro members of the Selma 
march in 1965; the killing of three civil rights 
workers in Philadelphia, Miss., by members of 
the sheriffs office; the bombing of 20 homes 
and churches in McComb, Miss^ In the sum- 
mer of 1964; and {he shooting from ambush of 
Medgar Evers, the NAACP leader in Jackson, 
Miss. 
Those responsible for these murders went 


unpunished. And Byron de la Beckwith, twice 
tried for the murder of Evers and twice getting 
off with hung juries, actually ran for lieutenant 
governor of Mississippi and received a sizable 
vote. 


Recently there have been healthy improve - 


ments in the Negro's status in the South. 


Charles Evers, brother of Medgar, ran for 
Congress In Jackson, Miss., and, though de. 
feated, paid tribute to the fairness of the elect, 
tlon. 


The Klan, responsible for some of the worst 
atrocities in the South, has ebbed and flowed in 
strength. As I look kack on it, I was foolish 
to accept a Klan challenge to broadcastfrom the 
steps of the state capltol In Atlanta in July, 1946. 
Police Chief Herb Jenkins was wise to take a 
motion picture of everyone there. 
+ 
The Klan, after flaring up in strength, has 


subsided now. But the Negro's feeling of f rus. 
tratetl justice continues. And when he sees what 
happens in Congress, you can't blame him—the 
chopping back of the Headstart program by $27 
million; the cut-back of health centers by $27 
million; legal services by $9 million; commun- 
ity action by $30 million; the Job Corps by $10 
million; the Neighborhood Youth program by 
$30 million; and the Work Experience program 
by $25 million. 


Only last month, every Republican on the 


House Rules Committee lined up behind Rep. 
William Colroer of Pascagoula, Miss., to bottle 
up the civil rights bill in order to give the real 
estate lobby time to swing votes against the 
open housing section of the bill. 


Rep. Gerald Ford of Michigan, the GOP House 


Leader who has demonstrated his ability to line 
up Republican votes almost at will, did not lift 
a finger to change a single vote. One vote change 
could have got the civil rights bill out of commit, 
tee, but Ford did not lift that finger. R remains 
there as of today. 


Perhaps, now that Martin Luther King Is dead 


it will be voted out 


Martin Luther King preached in the National 


Cathedral on the Sunday before he was killed. 
The cathedral's dean, Francis Sayre, grandson 
of Woodrow Wilson, and most of the clergymen 
in the nation's capital have been ahead of the rest 
of the nation on human rights. But for years 
the massive and ornate cathedrals of America 
were cold and aloof when it came to the plight 
of Negroes. They did not hold out a helping hand. 


And one of the last proposals of Martin Luther 


King before he -died was to permit welfare re- 
cipients to occupy the pulpits of Negro churches 
on May 5 to' explain the plight of the poor. 


Perhaps if this last wish of Dr. King is now 


granted, the Congress of the United States, which 
has just seen the Senate rush through abig profit 
bonanza for textile manufacturers In the form of 
import quotas, might also think more generously 
about health, education and welfare for those who 
never cut a coupon or cashed a stock dividend. 


The lobbyists for iron, steel and oil have been 


waiting to pass more import quotas to help 
swell the profits of their Industries. Martin 
Luther King, in death, could be the silent lobby. 
1st to shame Congress regarding its action.

No," it Is the secular aspects 


of 
his death that obsess us; 


very well then, let us In bis 
memory make a few observa- 
tions; 


1. Whatever Ms virtues, and 


whatever Ms faults, be did not 
deserve assassination* There 
are the special few—one thinks 
of Joan of Arc—whose career 
dictates, as a matter of theatri- 
cal necessity, a violent end, 
early in life. Dr. King was not 
of that cast. His virtues were 
considerable, roost notably his 
extraordinary capacity to In- 
spire. B*t although the dream 
he had seoned to many Amer- 
leans, particularly the black 
militants, bat not excluding 
many orthodox liberals, less 
and less useful (freedom now, 


in the sense he understood It, 
WAS a dream, mischievously 
deceptive) it simply wasn't ever 
required that, in order to reify 
that vision, he should surrender 
his own life. In that sense his 
martyrdom was simply not use* 
ful. 
Because it is plainly 1m* 


possible that, on account of Ms 
death, things are going to 
change. 
The martyrdom he 


seemed sometimes almost to be 
seeking may commend him to 
history and to God, but not likely 
to Scarsdale, New York: which 
has never credited the charge 
that the white community of 
America conspires to Insure the 
wretchedness of the brothers 
of Martin Luther King. 


2. And concerning his weak- 


nesses, It would take a lunatic 
(his murderer has net at fids 
point been apprehended, but he 
is sure to be one) to reason that 
Dr. King's faults justified a 
private 
assassination. The 


theory to which most of us sub. 
scribe Is that there is no vice 
so hideous as to justify private 
murder. 
Even so, we tend 


emotionally to waive that cate- 
gorical imperative every now 
and then. H someone had shot 
down Adolf Eichmann in a mo. 
tel, the chances are that our de- 
ploring of the assassin's means 
would have been ritualistic. The 
only people who were genuinely 
annoyed by Jack Ruby's as- 
sassination of Lee Harvey Os- 
wald were thosewhoroaintalned 
a fastidious interest In the sur. 
vivlal of Oswald, for the sake 
of the record. 


Dr. King's faults, and they 


.most surely existed, were far 
from the category of the faults 
of those whose assassination is 
more or less tolerated, as we 
all of us more or less tolerated 
the assassination of George Lin- 
coln Rockwell. 
Those faults 


were a terribly mistaken judf. 
ment—above all. A year ago 
he accused the United States of 
committing crimes eqoal In hor- 
ror to those committed by the 
Nazis in Germany. Oae could 
only gasp at the profanattoa. 
Ten days ago In his penulti- 
mate speech, delivered at the 
Washington Cathedral, he ac- 
cused thettatted States 


ing a war as indefensible as any 
war committed during the 20th 
century. Several years ago, on 
the way back from Stockholm 
where he received the Nobel 
Peace Prize, he conspicuously 
declined to criticize theGbenye 
movement In the North Congo, 
which was even then engaged in 
slaughtering, as brutally as Dr. 
King was slaughtered, his broth- 
ers 
In Christ. But for such 


transgressions in logic and in 
judgment, one does not receive 
the death sentence. 


3. The sickening observation 


of the commentators is there- 
fore particularly inapposite. 
The commentators (most of 
them) said:. How can we now 
defend non-violence? Surely the 
answer is: more perfervidly 
than ever before. S was, need 
we remark, violence that killed 
Dr. King. Should we therefore 
abandon non-violence? 


Those who mourn Dr. King 


because they were his closest 
followers should meditate the 
Implications of toe deed of the 
wildman who killed him. That 
deed should bring to mind not 
(for God's sakeQ the irrele- 
vance of noMrlolence, but the 
sternest necessity of reaffirm. 
Ing nonviolence. An aspect of 
nonviolence Is subjugation to 
the law. 


The last public speech 
of 


Martin Luther Mag described 
his Intentions of violating the 
law in Memphis, where an In- 
junction had been handed down 
against the resumption of a 
march which only a week ago 
had resulted In the death of 
one human being, and the wound- 
Ing of fifty others. 


Dr. King's flouting of the law 


does not justify the flouting by 
others of the law, but it is a 
terrifying thought that, most 
likely, the cretin who levelled 
Ms rifle on the head of Martin 
Luther King, may have absorbed 
the talk, so freely available, 


as Martin Letter Ktac, God 
rest Us troubled soul, had so 
widely, and so indiscriminately 
made.

fiscal offices, 
all of which us.

cal legislative scraps. 


However Indications point to 


the almost inescapable fact that 
the overshadowing this year is 
not destined to hold to the pro. 
portions of yesteryear. 


Too much is at issue, too 


much is controversial, and too 
much has happened of critical 
local import for Pennsylvania's 
legislative offices to ride the 
full backwash this year. 


For example, there is the in- 


escapable fact that Pennsyl - 
vania's hardy band of taxpay- 
ers had their pockets picked 
by lawmakers last year to the 
tune of better than a quarter- 
billion dollars in new taxes— 
a smashing success from the 
standpoint that the pocket-pick- 
ing represented a record high 
(along with another smashing 
success in adopting a record 
high budget a fiscal hair under 
the two-billion-dollar mark)! 


With all 203 seats in the House 


of Representatives upf Or filling 
this year along with half the 
50 chairs in the Senate, the op- 
portunity for 
Pennsylvania's 


taxpaying voters to vent their 
overwhelming joy in the direc- 
tion of re-electlon-seeking law- 
makers is obvious. 


Usually the antics of Pennsyl- 


vania's legislative brethren are 
forgotten by the time "their" 
election year rolls around. Tt 
was planned that way for this 
year (wMch is why the big 
bundle was given the push last 
year amid the projection of 
"no new taxes" this election 
year). 


The strategy of course re- 


voles around the contention that 
voters usually tend to forget 
what happens from one year to 
the next, which nominally is the 
case, but the buffeting of the 
past year is still recalled to 
most 
Pennsylvanians every 


time they pay the six percent 
sales tax, now the highest in 
the land. 


However 
in reaching this 


pinnacle on the tax front, it is 
evident Pennsylvania's lawma- 
kers still are not fully satisfied, 
with discussions even in this 
election year revolving around 
the prospect of presenting Penn* 
sylvanians with a state income 
tax. 


Thus 
from this side of the 


picture alone local lawmakers 
should well find themselves on 
the firing line as they go about 
the task of urging their con.

The teacher pay flare-up is 


another irritating and embar- 
rassing volley of fire that has 
been sent lawmakers' way In 
this campaign year 1968. 


The Pennsylvania State Ed- 


ucation Association with its 
teacher membership of some 
82,000 in this election year is 
not about to let Pennsylvania's 
legislative greats go scott-free 
by any stretch of the imagina- 
tion. 


They've held a close eye to 


the abortive votes cast by law- 
makers on teacher pay 
in- 


crease legislation and this year 
they're determined to do some- 
thing about it—politically. 


Those lawmakers who neglect 


to vote favorably on the teacher 
pay issue are due to be clapped 
on their political ears as teach- 
er groups on the local level 
mount drives In favor of op. 
position candidates. 


In fact this strategy has gone 


so far, even at this point prior 
to the April 23 primary, that in 
some Instances where there is 
no primary opposition to re- 
election-seeking lawmakers op-

This may indeed be the year
